WASHINGTON — Department 
of Agriculture officials say that 
after 50 years of recurring en- 
thusiasm in Florida about grow- 
ing ramie, the industry is still in 
the experimental stage. 

Most hopeful angle to current 
Optimism is that several com- 
panies — including U. S. Sugar — 
are putting some money into it in 
& determined effort to see whether 
it will work. 5 
' Although too early to tell, of- 
sficials believe that these experi: 
ments undoubtedly will show 
whether the ramie industry 
through use-of machinery can be 
placed on basis of economic com- 
petition with the cotton industry 
even on a minor scale. There is 
no doubt it grows well in Florida 
Glades lands but not very well in 
sandy soil. 

Officials have evidence of ramie 
Promotion going back 50 years 
but fibre has never been produced 
in any appreciable quantity. Being 
more expensive with flax. The new 
wrinkle is an effort to use ma- 
chinery. Main source of ramie has 
been China where cheap hand labor 
is used. This couritry couldn't 
compete with that, past experi- 
ments have proved. 

In the pást manufacturers have 
apparently found that flax was 
easier to work. 

To sum it up, past efforts have- 
n't worked and officials here have 
doubts about present ones.
